0 ef the Civil Service rules # 


Unless speoifleally ocmmented on by the Ssvy Department, it is desired that 
ell current provisions of Schedule A, Section I, be retained unchanged in 
the revision.

Knslosurs 1 it extraots from the current ve reions of Sohedules A and B. 

Ineludsd in Snolosure 1 are Schedule A-l, 7 and 9j Schedule A-V 1, 2. 3. 4, 
and 6 i and Schedule 3-VXXI, 1, 2, 3, and 4. 

Snslceure 2 is the text ef the recommended revisions of the extraots of the 
oxioting Sohedules A and B which art quoted in Enclosure 1. These reeoa- 
msadsd revisions aro detailed as felloes t 

1. Schedule A-l-7* Alaska ha# been included in paragraph 7. on the 
suns basis as an island possession of the United States. Pros the 
existing Sohedule A, the following sentence, slightly modified, has 
beta transferred from paragraph 9 to paragraph 7 ef Sohedule A-li 
"Former employees who served in exoepted positions in Alaska nay bo 
reinstated to poaittone in Alaska in the department in which they served 
upon reecmaeadat i on of the appointing officer and approval of the Civil 
Servlet C omission.” With this modification, the existing Schedule A- 1-9 
will be eliminated, resulting in existing Sohedule A-I-10 besoming 
Sohedule A-I-t. The 9avy Department reeaemends that Alaska be placed 
in the came category as other beyond- continental -Unite areas, exeept 
Hawaii. 

Schedule A-I-7 i The existing text of Sohedule A-I-7 roads "in 
Puerto Moo when publ io exigonoy warrants." The lavy Department 
re contends that the phrase "when publia exigonoy warrants, " be deleted 
from the revised Sohedule A-I-7. Puerto Rico, Guantanamo lay, Cubaj 
Trinidad, B.W.I.i St. Thomas, V.I.* and other bases in the Caribbean 
(But not including the Canal Zone) are dll within the Tenth laval 
District! it i* believed that all naval baseo in the same distrlot 
should have an appointment prooedure operated on the some legal basis. 

"When public exigency warrants" was construed to mean hurricane, disaster, 
or other highly unusual conditions whoa originally promulgated. The 
duration of the war has boon similarly Construed to bo a public exigonoy. 

The navy Department sent a despatch to 4ho Commandant of the Tenth laval 
District, Sm Juan, Puerto Rioo, regarding his wishes, and received a 
reply whloh is quoted in its entirety for the information of the Commission t

Sehedul* A-I-7 1 A reooiwtisnded addition is "or in any areas beyond 
the oontinental limits of the United Stmts* oooupied by the Armed Foroas 
af the felted States This addition will slarify Mm status of 

appointments in the islands mandated to Japan* e.g., Saipan* Tinian* the 
Carolines* or the Marshalls* which, though nee occupied by ths Halted 
States* eannot at present be considered island possessions of the united 
States*

Schedule A-V* 2 and 3« These two paragraphs are to be retained 
wlthouAeliaago’tn "ilsie sew revised Schedule A. 

Sehedule A-?-4» By letter of 18 Marsh 1848 (see tnelosure 8 ), He 
Governor* tStited Stats ■ naval Home, recommended the deletion of the words 
"attendant and* from the existing paragraph* The navy Department eon- 
ours, sad so recommends to He Civil Service Commission. 

Schedule A-V-8 (existing) i The existing provision of Hie paragraph 
duplicates iW provisions of He present and proposed revised Sehedule 
A* 1*7 relating to the Philippines* It Is recommended that t he existing 
Schedule A-V-8 be abandoned as unnecessary. 

Schedule A-V-8 (recoamsnded) i Because cf the necessity of temporarily 
engaging research pnysiclsts and chemist a, and electronic* mereasutical* 
and ether engineers* and various highly specialised individuals with 
particular Skills* the Ravy Department wishes tc have available for ite 
use this provision* which is almost identical with Schedule A-IX-26 (Dept, 
cf Agriculture) . The slight modification of the existing Dept, of 
Agriculture provision Is to provide for a probable change in salary rates 
by new legislation it is expected will soon be enseted* 

Schedule A-V*6 (recommended ) t Other Departments have a provision 
fwr an sxesptdd positloaFor He" Secretary' o chauffeur j the Havy Departmeat 
dees met at present have sueh a provision. While no ehange is immediately 
desired* it is believed that thla courtesy should be available to any future 
Secretary of the levy should he desire it. The Davy Department therefore 
reeeutssnds Inclusion of this paragraph* 

Sehedule A-V** 7 (recommended) ! The iavy Department desires a provision* 
somewhat similar io existing provision* of Sehedule A-IY-7 for the War 
Department sad Sehedule A-IX-29 for Departmeat of Agriculture, so as to 
permit prompt hiring of oa re takers and guards when a facility is dosed 
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Schedule B-YIII-1 (•listing) i It it recommended that thi* provision 
be delete! as ao longer necessary, at Schedule A-I-7, existing aad 
reeonaeoded, fully oovers the f%Lilipplnes. 

Schedule B-VIII-2 (existing) i The Muee confidential reaepn* at 
obtained when ih£t provision was established will wake necessary its 
©oatinuanos. It Is reooaraended that it become, without change of 
language. Schedule 8-7III-1. 

Schedule B-TIIX-I (existing ) t This provision it ao longer aeoeeeary. 
All changes to % e made under 1 it have probably long since bees wade. The 
Bams peck Act farther sake* this provision unnecessary. 

Schedule I-YIII-4 (exietiag) t It is recommended that this provision, 
whioh Was only recently added to kohedule 8 by Executive Order 9688 of 
II January 1941, be retained without change of language, aad included at 
Schedule B-Y1II-3, 

la recommending the changes above, the Maty Department hae been motivated by 
the desire to remove all poesible obsolete provisions of Schedules A end B, to 
retain only pertinent provisions, and to ask for only such additional pro- 
visions as have been deemed administratively desirable. It is requested that 
the levy Department be notified as promptly as possible eoaeeraing the ac- 
ceptability of Its re eemaendat 1 one •
